Record Stars’ Signals 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). 
A four-stage rocket. set to 
record radio signals ems 
nating from the stars, was 
launched at Wallops Island, 
Virgina, on Tuesday by Ca- 
nadian and US. scientists. 
It was in flight for about 


18 minutes and then came 
down in the Atlantic Ocean 
about 600 miles (960 kms.)
